Fire in Poolroom 

All this time the fire in the pool- 
room was steadily getting the upper 
hand of the firemen. 
said to The Bulletin that it worked 
under the metal ceiling of the pool- 
room, where the water from the hose 
could not reach it. An attempt was 
inade to take a line. down the en- 
trance on 102nd street, but the smoke 
was too heavy and the firemen at 
tacked the blaze through the win- 
dows, at first from the street side, and 
subsequently through the rear win- 
dows from the alley at the back. 

There was no communication be- 
tween the poolroom and the garage 
overhead, the floor being continuous, 
but somewhere in the neighborhood 
of an hour after the start of the fire 
the flames burst through the floor 
into the garage, packed with cars, 
with ofl and gasoline and all sorts of 
materials for a blaze. Up to this 
time the belief had been entertained 
that the fire would be confined to the 
poolroom, and its appearance in the 
garage was in the nature of a sur- 
prise. The night men in the place 
and the firemen attempted to get out 
some of the cars, and did roll six or 
seven down the incline into the street. 
One of these was the property of 
htobert McDonald, one of the lessees 
of the New Maryland. 

Overcome by Smoke 

Once established in the garage, the 
flames spread with terrific speed, and 
in a very few moments the firemen 
and employees had to fly for their 
lives One member of the brigade 
was overcome by heat and smoke and 
Was dragged out to safety by the 
cther men, 

Soon the gasoline contained in the 
tanks of the stored cars caught, and 
this, together with the other inflam- 


mable material on hand, converted 
the place into a veritable furnace. 
Shooting through the windows and 


then the roof, a pyramid of flame rose 
high in the air, lapping the walls of 
the hotel and penetrating the win- 
dows on that side, 
There was no direct 
tion between the poolroom 
hotel basement, but there were two 
bricked-up archways that had once 
been used as delivery doors when the 
hotel building was used as the Re- 
villons' warehouse, The brick had 
not, of course, been bonded with the 
side walls. It evidently crumbled 
secon afterwards, as the gaping, empty 
archways showed afterward, giving 
the fire free access to the interior of 
the hotel The partitions and 
niture on the lower floor were soon 
ablaze, and the elevator shafts, both 
passenger and freight, soon conduct- 
ed the fire to the upper stories, where 
it joined forces with the invader 
which had made its way through the 
windows, and in fifteen minutes the 
four-story structure was glowing like

Kdmonton Turns Out 

It seemed as though half the popu- 
lation of Edmonton gathered to see 
the ruins, and the police finally had 
to rope off a portion of 102nd street 
as there was danger of the front wall 
falling outward, 

There was a lot of jeering and guy- 
ing of the new firemen, mostly by 
boys and youths. In the evening a 
few bits of brick and stone are re- 
ported to have been thrown. 

Chief Davidson, in conversation 
with The Bulletin representative, paid 
high tribute to the man of his force, 
who, he said, had worked unremit- 
tingly in the face of all kinds of ob- 
stacles and discouragements. Fires 
night after night, of a nature such 
as no other brigade in Canada was 
called to face, was, he thought, 
enough to try any force of men, He 
said that he himself had not had his 
clothes off for nearly two weeks. 

The chief would assign no cause for 
the fire, but had no hesitation in ex- 


pressing his belief that it, es in the 
case of the previous fires, was the re- 
sult of no accident, and that the 


whole intent was to wear out and dis- 
courage his force, The difficulty in 
fighting Sunday fndrning’s fire, Se 
said, lay in the fact that the flames 
got under the metal roof of the pool- 
room and could not be reached. 

He pointed out that the filling of 
the archways in the south wiu vr tue 
hotel building had given way. admit- 
ting the fire to that structure, 

Mayor Evans, speaking to The Bul- 
letin last night, said that the counell, 
this morning, would be asked to au- 
thorize a most searching tnvestiga- 
tion, with evidence taken under oath, 
into the causes of the fire and its 
handling by the brigade. He asked 
the public to keep an open mind and 
to await the facts in the case, 

The Maryland hotel building and 
the garage buildiu, were both con- 
trolled by the Northern Investments 
Agency, Ltd)., of which Hyatt Cox is 
manager, Revillons, Ltd., hold a mort- 
wage on both properties, The Northern 
Investments Agency carries an insur- 
ance of $98,000 on both buildings, of 
which about $88,000 is on the hotel, 
The agency also carries insurance in 
its favor on such of the furniture and 
uther contents of the hotel in which it 
has an interest.

Handling Question But 


For the first time since the 
firemen’s strike occurred, there is 
now a way of hope that a settle- 
ment may be within measureable 
distance. This, as the result of 
Saturday afternoon’s mecting | of 
city council, was forecasted in the 
last edition of The Evening 
Bulletin on Saturday. 
“We have spent enough time, 
and have had enough quibbling 
over this matter, and there are & 
number of other important ques- 
tions waiting to be dealt with, 
said Ald. Wilson, and he moved 
that the city council submit, in a 
plebiscite to the electors, the ques- 
tion whether or not they support- 
ed the stand the city council had 
taken in regard to the fire de- 
partment. 

Ald. Pheasey re-echocd the 

sentiments expressed by Ald. Wil- 
son, and seconded the resolution, 
which was carried by eight votes 
to one. Those voting for were 
Aldermen Kinney, McCoppen, W. 
H. Martin, Wilson, Bush, Pheasey, 
Grant and Esdale. H. Milton 
Martin voted against. 
The passing of the resolution 
formed the main feature of 
Saturday afternoon’s meeting of 
‘council, There were delegations 
waiting to be heard, but council 
refused to allow them the privi- 
lege of speaking, although Ald. 
Kinney fought hard that the 
ordinary rules of council in this 
respect should prevail. 

A committee, consisting of the 
Mayor, Ald, Wilson and Ald. W. H. 
Martin, was appointed to consider 
the date and details of the plebis- 
cite and report to an adjourned 
meeting of the city council at 10 
o’clock on Monday morning.

The mayor: “Can you conceive of it 
being otherwise?” 

Ald, McCoppen: “Yes, I can.” 

The mayor pointed out that there 
were some things which, if not includ- 
ed in the constitution, were always 
recognized as existing, and he inferred 
that the obligation to carry out the 
plebiscite would be as such, 

Ald. Wilson said that he would like 
to clear the atmosphere. So far as he 
was concerned, he would never move 
a resolution which he did not intend 
to carry out if it was the wish of the 
People. 

Ald. Milton Martin stated his ob- 
jection to the plebiscite, as he failed 
to see any advantage if it were not 
binding.

It is a swift, deep 
and narrow stream with a_ very 
treacheroug current and is in a coun- 
try which will supply food and fod- 
der, With the latest advance the 
British position is quite well defined. 
The right flank rests on the Dead Sea 
and the left on the Mediterranean, 
so if the enemy wishes to attack he 
can only make a frontal assault. The 
British now control the Dead Sea and 
have access to the rich lands east of 
wes Sea, They also menace the rail- 
ways running toward Damascus, while 
has beiter roads than 
those around Jerusalem. 

Capture of Jericho, the military 
corespondent of the Daily Telegraph 
says, deprives the enemy of one of 
the chief local points in his defensive 
scheme in Palestine, 

Have Line Across Palestine, 

“The f&dvance,”’ the writer adds, 
“should result in the clearing out of 
the enemy from west of the Dead Sea, 
since it gives the British a line right 
across Palestine. It endangers the 
enemy’s motor boat flotilla which has 
had its base at the mouth of the Jor- 
dan, and cuts off from any Turks now 
left west of the Dead Sea, as well as | 
those on the east where they are ex- 
posed to the bold raids of the Hedjaz 
Arabs, thelr means of support from} 
this source. 

It must not be forgotten that the 
Arabs are working their way un the 
Hedjaz railway and already have been 
in action directly east of the Dead 
Sea, Turkish forces acting in Hed- 
jaz and southern Arabia already yir- 
tually are cut off from the outside} 
world. General Allenby having scat- 
tered the Turkish forces concentrated 
west of Jericho, is now free to choose 
a line for an advance northward by 
whatever route seems best,”

Word has been received 
Armstrong, of Darlingville, Alta. of 
the death in battle of her son, Idion 
Armstrong, who was killed Oct. 30th, 
1917, at Passchendaele. Pte. Arm- 
strong was one of the many who en- 
listed from the Strome district. Pre- 
vious to joining he was a horse jockey 
and rode for many years on the Wes- 
tern circuit, being a well-known figure 
on the Edmonton track during the 
races here, His parents are still living 
at Darlingville, where he has a home- 
stead. 

In a letter which his mother has re- 
ceived from Major J. A. Motherwell, 
formerly his company commander, 
the writer says: “There was never a 
better soldier and I was greatly pleased 
when he decided to stay with me when 
I transfered from the 10th battalion, 
You know he was my sure, special 
runner and right hand man generally 
and it is only the very best and the 
most reliable who are chosen for that 
duty. 

“On the 80th of October our com- 
pany was supporting the 85th bat- 
talion, who were attacking at Pas- 
schendaele. We had only a small, nar- 
row trench to protect us from the 
enemy shelling, which was a perfect 
Hell. In a short time half the com- 
pany were casualties. The first thing 
your son did was to dig a funk hole to 
protect me, He then dug one next mine 
for himself, but would not use it until 
he had done everything he could for 
me. 

“A Httlo later I was called away and 
a shell hit my funk hole and explod- 
ed. One of the pieces hit your son in 
the side. He was taken to the dress- 
ing station but died soon after from 
the effects of the wound. 

“Many times your son and I have 
been In tight places together and have 
slept huddled together under the same 
coat for warmth, I feel his loss very 
keenly for we had been together so 
much that he was like a brother to me. 
He was a good, brave, gallant soldier 
and friend and I could not ask for a 
better. We went “over the top” to- 
gether at Vimy ridge, on April 9th and 
when I arrived at our destination, 
there was your son, with a smile on 
his face, as though nothing had hap-

Rev. McKim Dwells on Prophetic 
Words of Peter—Addresses 
Varsity Students 


Rev. C. W. McKim, of Christ 
church, spoke at the University ser- 
vice on Sunday morning, taking for 
his text a passage from the bth chap- 
ter of Acts and the 29th verse, “We 
Ought to obey God rather than men,” 

Mr. McKim referred to the circum- 
stances under which the words were 
spoken, They were not addressed to 
a gathering of the followers of Jesus, 
but to a tribunal which had sent the 
Master to a cruel death; a tribunal 
animated by hostility toward him- 
self; that would fain compel Peter 
and his companions to desist in their 
spread of the gospel of Jesus. But 
with courage these men defied the 
authority of the chief priests and af- 
firmed their duty to the will of God 
rather than men, 

The speaker declared that these 
words of Peter, if universally adopted 
as a motto and guide of conduct, 
would revolutionize human affairs, 
build up the characters of men, and 
produce @ wealth “above the price of 
rubies’ in contentment and peace of 
conscience. He claimed it was not 
less difficult to make thig cholce to- 
day than it was in the time referred 
to, and that it required as much cour- 
age as ever to be true to the dictates 
of righteousness. ‘Moreover, it is ag 

ie today as it ever was that he who 
would be a disciple of Jesus must take 
up his cross dally and follow Him," 
sald he, and, continuing, he stated 
that we were realizing in a way per 
haps as never before the truth of the 
Master's words, “for whosoever will 
save his life shall lose it; but whoso- 
ever will lose his life for my sake 
shall save it." “That which costs us 
most is what joins us most closely to 
Christ,” was another pithy statement 
of Mr. McKim's, the truth of which 
is only fully appreciated by those 
who have lived deeply and truly,

The fire of Saturday night is 
another, and sufficiently startling, 
reminder of the conditions in 
which the city finds itself as a re- 
sult of the differences between the | 
majority of the council and the old 
fire brigade. The losses suffered 
were serious—very serious-—but 
with a change and increase of the 
wind they would have been im- 
mensely greater. Edmonton has 
been esteemed lucky in regard to 
fires in the past. Just how much} 
was luck and how much fire fight- 
ing efficiency can never be known. 
But Saturday night’s experience 
shows that the luck—if luck it 
was—has turned; and that here- 
after if we are to have protection 
We must have efficiency. 

Every’ householder or owner of 
business property wants to know, 


sure of the fire fighting efficiency 
we at present enjoy. We are not 
concerned so much about the name} 


authority by the council, as in the 
protection of property from de- 
struction. If Chief Davidson is ef- 
ficient and has an efficient brigade 
in service nothing more need be 
said. Heavy fire losses are some- 
times suffered even when a fire 
brigade is admittedly efficient. On 
the other hand if Chief Davidson 
is not himself efficient, or has not 
an efficient brigade under his con- 
trol, the owners of buildings in the 
city cannot afford to supply ex- | 
perience by the destruction of 
their property to bring the chief 
and brigade up a pitch of ef-| 
ficiency. 

The fire of Saturday night was 
on a sufficiently large scale, and 
occurred under sufficiently ordin- 
ary circumstances to constitute a 
fair test. Let there be an im- 
mediate, full and complete investi- 
gation of the cause of the fire, the 
sufficiency of the apparatus and 
the operations of the brigade in 
fighting the fire.

Honus 1, surnamed The Great, Duke of Pittsburg, other John 
Henry Wagner, “the Flying Dutchman,” was born in Carnegie, Pa., 
eb. 24, 1874, and a little easy figuring shows that he has just passed 
his forty-fourth milestone. He is the Methusala of the game, which 
nobody will deny, but he is still able to give a pretty good account 
of himself, Hans has been one of the leading swat artists ever since 
he joined the National league away back in 1897, when the Louis- 
ville Colonels, then in the big show, engaged his services as an out- 
fielder. Of course, Hans is no longer what he used to be. 

Wagner broke into the pastime under false pretenses. His 
brother Al was a ball player, and after making something of a re- 
putation in Pennsylvania, he received an offer from Canton, O. He 
had just accepted it when Mansfield, O., in the same league, offered 
him a job. Al told Hans to go to Mansfield and pose as the Wagner 
to whom the offer had been made. Honus followed this advice, but 
the manager of the Mansfield club soon got wise to the fact that 
Hans was a pretender, He was hard up for a third sacker, how- 
ever, and he decided to give the young man a chance. His first 
league game was against the Canton team, of which his brother was 
a member, Al induced the Canton pitcher to give Hans a chance by 
letting him hit, and Honus made two hits. In the ninth inning— 
which is where we always. reach the critical point in a baseball 
story—Manstield was three runs to the bad. Mansfield got three 
men on bases, and it was up to Honus. This time Toots Barret, the 
Canton pitcher, tightened up and put everything he had in the pill. 
Hans struck the first one over a mighty swat and sent it over the 
fence for a homer, bringing in four runs and winning the game for 
Mansfield. Hans made good right along, and a little Jater he was 
engaged as captain of the Adrian, Mich., club. Homesickness caused 
him to throw up this job, and he went back to his native Pennsyl- 
vania and signed up with Warren, in the Iron and Oil league, fin- 
ishing the 1895 season with Steubenville, in the Tri-State circuit. 
In 1897 he went to Paterson, N.J., and the next year to the Louis- 
ville club, owned by Barney Dreyfuss and managed by Fred Clarke.

Joe Choynski, in his prime the best light-heevyweight in the 
ring, was the only man who ever sent Jack Johnson to dreamland, 
with the exception of the little Havana affair in which Jess Willard 
won the championship. It was seventeen years ago today that the 
veteran and the young negro hooked up in the latter's home city, 
Galveston, Vex. This was the smoke's first important battle. He 
was then only twenty, and his only ring bouts had been with fourth- 
raters in Springfield, Ill, and Chicago, where the late George Siler, 
the famous referee, had taken Jack under his wing and given him 
a start, In the fight with Choynski on Feb, 25, 1901, Johnson was 
knocked out in the third round. Race feeling was strong in the 
Texas seaport, and the defeat of the big negro was_hailed with wild 
enthusiasm, That was the only knockout ever registered against the 
future champion. In 1905 Jack lost the decision to Marvin Hart in 
a twenty-round affair in San Francisco which was palpably a fake. 
In the same year he lost on a foul to Joe Jeanette. Those were John- 
son's only defeats until he met Willard,

Dan Donnelly, Greatest of Irish Pugilists. 

Dan Donnelly, considered by many the greatest of Irish pugil- 
ists, and that is saying a lot, died on Feb. 18, 1820, just ninety-eight 
years ago today, “Sir Daniel” is considered as second only to St. 
Patrick by the sporting sons of Ireland, and his memory will be 
treasured as lon gas Hibernians have red blood in their veins, and 
that promises to be for quite a long time to come. 

Donnelly was only thirty-two when he passed away, his untimely 
end coming suddenly as a result, it is said, of drinking too much 
cold water after becoming overheated ager a fast game of fives. 
(We always did have a dread of too much‘cold water.) Many Irish- 
men, in fact, ld6oked upon Dan's fate as a solemn warning, and swore 
never again to taste the hateful beverage that was responsible for the 
death or their hero. The passing of the King of Ireland himself, 
if there had been such a personage, could not possibly have occa- 
sioned such widespread grief as the death of Sir Dan. The ould sod 
was fairly watered with tears as the news spread over the island, and 
man and maiden joined in the universal mourning. The man who 
had defeated George Cooper, Tom Oliver, and others of England's 
greatest fighting men, was undoubtedly the best specimen of a 
fighting race, so far as ring strength and cunning are concerned 
He was as fine a man as he was a fighter, and it is small wonder that 
Ireland treasures his memory and keeps his grave green.
